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RADAR REFLECTING RESCUE APPARATUS 

ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
Radar reflective rescue and safety devices comprise radar permeable coverings around a 
plurality of reflectors. The radar reflective material may be incorporated into inflatable life vests 
or foam filled life vests. Additionally, inflatable life rafts with radar reflective cells are able to help 
personnel lost at sea to be found by radar. The radar reflective cells may also be incorporated into 
an inflatable cylindrical tube as radar cross-section enhancer separate from other flotation devices. 
The reflectors are flexible metallic material that forms reflective cavities once the shell is inflated. 
The reflective cavities may appear as flat surfaces, tilted surfaces, corner reflectors or some 
combination thereof depending upon the orientation of the cavities to an incident radar wave. 
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
